the hardest, 
but was felt from Moscow to Rome. 
At least IOO were killed in Bulgaria. 
The economic loss to Rom ania also

made since Romanian authorities have 
released no overall industrial damage 
figures. 
President Nicolae Ceausescu toured 
stricken

oil fields and plants in Ploiesti where 
he waded through ankle-deep mud to 
inspect the damage. 
A fertilizer plant at Ploiesti, which 
was bombed heavily during the World 
War II, was working at only 40 per 
cent of capacity 
because of quake 
damage. 
In Bucharest, the government radio­ 
announced that residents no longer - 
had to boil water before drinking it, 
although tens of thousands of bottles 
of

Jr., ct 
New Castle, yesterday ruled that the 
requirem ent of a public notice cannot be 
waived, and that no proper and official 
meeting of the appeal filed in Septem ber 
of 1976 and ruled on by Judge G. Richard 
Pile on Septem ber 21, 1976 had ever been 
held by the Rush County Board of Zoning 
A ppeals 
co n cern in g 
the 
proposed 
shopping center. 


Judge Ratliff rem anded the*appeal to 
the Board of Zoning Appeals, for the 
purpose of holding a proper hearing, 
after giving due notice in the m anner 
required by statutes, and for official 
action by the m ajority of the board 


Y esterday’s ruling cam e following a 
hearing in which Phillip J. Badell, a 
petitioner in the case, sought an appeal 
on the decision of the Board of Zoning 
Appeal's Septem ber 27. 1976 decision to 
deny an earlier appeal filed by Badell 
Rush County Circuit Court Judge G. 
Richard Pile, on Septem ber 21, 1976, 


entered an order which provided that the 
court found that the Board of Zoning 
Appeals had failed to grant or deny an 
appeal from Badell on the action of the 
Rush County Area Plan Commission 
concerning the proposed shopping center 
in the petition of William J. M eyer and 
Art Mullin. At that tim e. Judge Pile ruled 
that the Board of Zoning Appeals had 
fa iled 
to 
com ply 
w ith 
m ajo rity 
requirem ents, and that such failure had 
constituted an "illegality” requiring a 
rem and to the Zoning Board. 


Judge Pile then ordered the Zoning 
Board to take official action on the ap 
peal of Badell at the next regularly 
scheduled meeting of the board 


Fallowing 
Judge 
Pile’s 
order, 
on 
Septem ber 28, 1976, the Zoning Board 
considered Badell’s appeal, and three 
votes denied the appeal and one vote 
favored the appeal. 
Badell appealed that decision on the 
basis that the Board of Zoning Appeals 


gave no public notice of the hearing on 
the 
petition, 
as 
required 
by 
state 
statutes, although the petitioner, Badell, 
was present in person and as an attorney 
for the petitioners and objectors. 
Judge Ratliff said the statutes provide 
that the Board of Zoning Appeals fix a 
reasonable time for the hearing of an 
appeal, and, that at least fifteen days 
prior to the date set for the hearing, 
public notice shall be given of the 
hearing, and due notice shall be given 
additionally to the affected parties as 
determ ined by the Board. 
R ichard Levi, local attorney for Arlens 
Shopping Centers, said yesterday the 
earliest action could be taken would be at 
the April meeting of the Board of Zoning 
Appeals. 


All legal m atters of the shopping center 
have now been cleared, and now the 
decision on w h eth er R ushville will 
receive the new shopping center rests 
with the decision of the Board of Zoning 
Appeals.

for Dogwood Park and to develop picnic shelters, 
putting green and sign in the area.

Writing the opinion for the Second District, Justice 
Patrick D. Sullivan said a re-examiniation revealed 
new basis to reject an award of “ interest on interest,” 
or compound interest to Indiana Bell. 
Sullivan said th£t such interest could be awarded in 
damage cases if a trade agreement or custom existed, 
but if non exists then only simple interest should apply. 
“ We now therefore hold that interest may not be 
compounded by computing interest upon an amount 
awarded as damages in the form of interest for delayed 
payment of a debt," Sullivan concluded

New Castle to Lynn, in Randolph County, 28 6; and 
Logansport to Lucerne, in Cass County, 8 4 miles, 
The hearings, 
in Room OOH of 
the State Office 
Building, are part of an evaluation program for lines 
that were kept open by use of federal subsidies when the 
railroads were re-organized under Conrail last year As 
of April I, the federal subsidy drops from IOO per cent to 
90 per cent. 
The state or shippers who use the spur lines have to 
m ake up the difference, and the PSC has authority to 
decide which lines the state will help subsidize 
The 8.8 m ile spur line from Colum bus to F lat Rock 
w as recom m ended for abandonm ent Last year, there 
were two shippers who used it and who indicated that 
they m ight be w illing to split the increased costs.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President and Mrs. Carter 
are keeping their 9-year-old daughter Amy in the public 
eye. And the press has taken a bad rap for it 
In their month in the White House, the Carters have 
kept Amy on center stage, focusing attention on her at 
social occasions and suummoning her to Oval Office- 
ceremonies. 
On the first day that Amy went to public school here, 
escorted by her mother Rosalynn, the press was very 
much present, and the First Lady graciously made a 
few rem arks. 
After that Amy, escorted by her Secret Service 
agents, 
began 
attending 
classes 
undisturbed 
by 
reporters. But the President revealed at his energy bill 
signing, with Amy present, that his daughter had some 
celebrity problems with the other school children during 
her first days at Stevens school because they all wanted 
to shake her hand on the playground 
As a result of the coverage of Amy’s first day of 
school, there were a rash of editorials, saying in effect: *- 
‘Let’s let that child live a normal life.” A m ajor 
television network said it would no longer cover Amy. 
Mary Hoyt, Mrs. C arter’s press secretary, told 
reporters however that the First Lady felt that Amy, 
who had lived in the governor’s mansion in Atlanta, was 
able to cope with publicity.

returned to 
the news 
when 
her mother 
successfully sought the parole from a Georgia prison of 
Mary Fitzpatrick, a woman who had been convicted of 
killing a man. She is now Amy’s nanny at the White 
House. 
When asked what the C arter’s philosophy is toward 
exposure of Amy to the public, one White House aide 
replied, ‘‘There is no philosophy,” 
So the question of privacy is relative. It is clear that 
the Carters do not mind having Amy involved in official 
White House life. There has been no attem pt to shield 
her from publicity. If anything, it has been encouraged. 
This has not always been true with first families. 
Jacqueline Kennedy had tall rhododendrons planted so 
that reporters and cam eram en could not see her 
daughter Caroline and son John F. Kennedy Jr. at play. 
President Lyndon Johnson’s daughters, Luci and 
Lynda Bird, sometimes found press coverage offensive. 
Lynda was particularly chagrined when reporters wrote 
about her romances. 
The Nixon daughters, Tricia and Jiilie, also had their 
ups and downs with the press, at times friendly and at 
other tim es throwing roadblocks to discourage coverage 
of their activities.

Dangerous to Play Doctor 


A surgeon wanted to operate 
on my wile because he thought 
she had appendicitis. I refused 
to allow it because I had heard 
that knife-happy surgeons rush 
in to operate, especially on the 
appendix. As it turned out, she 
got well. I am furious with both 
my family 
doctor and 
the 
surgeon because they were in 
such a hurry to operate. — Mr. 
A.V., Pa. 
Dear Mr. V.: 
The real object of your fury 
should be yourself. Your wife, 
particularly, 
should 
be 
“furious” because you, without 
any medical judgment, tam­ 
pered with her life. 
By your refusal to permit 
surgery against the advice of 
your doctors, you took on the 
total responsibility for her 
illness and, possibly, for her 
life. 
You gambled her life against 
your misunderstanding of good 
medical practice. It was a long 
shot and, fortunately, you won. 
But the odds were strongly 
against you. The diagnosis of 
acute appendicitis is one of the 
most difficult ones that presents 
itself to the surgeon. The case 
history, the tenderness over the 
right lower segment of the 
abdomen, the presence of fever, 
the study of the blood and the 
rigidity of the abdominal 
muscles are all significant to 
the surgeon. 


Problems in the small in­ 
testine may simulate acute 
appendicitis. Children with 
ordinary sore throats may have 
swollen glands in the neck and 
associated with this, swollen 
glands around the small in­ 
testine which may give symp­ 
toms of appendicitis. 
This should give you some 
idea of the difficulty of making 
a diagnosis of appendicitis. It is 
for this reason that surgery 
very often turns out to be the 
safest and motft conservative 
approach, when there is a 
suspicion of appendicitis. 
The 
safety 
of 
modern 
anesthesia, 
coupled 
with 
refined surgical techniques, 
frequently makes “looking in” 
the safest and wisest approach 
to such a problem. 
You might have asked your 
doctor for a second opinion. His 
judgment would have been a far 
greater contribution to your 
wife’s recovery than your 
“medical” opinion.
